Mr. Truman’s announcement fol­ 
lowed advance reports that he in­ 
tended not to intervene in the 
nomination fight and not to buck 
the Stevenson trend in order to 
support Harriman, his old Cabinet 
aide.

He strongly opposed the idea of 
the possibility of using force in 
the Suez Canal crisis, saying the 
U. N. was the proper place for the 
peaceful settlement of the issue. 
He said he would express him­

Sutz Is World's Conal 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
THE 24-nation parley scheduled 
this month 
on the Suez 
Canal 
seizure by Egypt’s President Nas­ 
ser will be a critical one for the 
Western world economy. 
The problem is simple but pain­ 
ful: you cannot run Western Eu­ 
rope on oil whose delivery may 
be dependent on the whim of 
a 
political 
adventurer filled 
with 
hostility toward the West. 
Britain gets 70 per cent of it* 
oil through the 100-mile-long ca­ 
nal, all Western Europe some 50 
per cent. 
The prospect has been 
that in the next decade these per­ 
centages will rise sharply. 
For 
these reasons and for its own sake 
directly, 
the 
United 
States 
is 
deeply involved. 
Of the 67 mil* i 
lion tons of oil shipped-via the 
canal last year, we got 8.6 million j 
tons. (We also Ret RO per cent of j 
our tin that way and 90 per cent 
of the natural rubber for our au* I 
tomobil^ tires.) 
Any major interruption of canal 
traffic, any stiff boost by Nasser 
in 
canal toll rates, 
might turn 
Europe toward America 
for oil 
and put unbearable burdens on 
our domestic supplies. 
These we 
try to conserve by importing some 
oil. 
Actually 
the stake in Suez 
is bigger than all these 
things. 
Every nation whose ships ply the 
oceans has an interest. 


SUEZ is the world’s canal. 
It 
can never be simply an Egyptian 
ditch. 
Nasser’s 
angry 
seizure 
puts a black cloud over the canal 
which 
is not 
dispelled by 
his 
shaky assurance that it will be 
operated 
fairly and 
well. 
The 
difficulties are three fold: 
1. The canal must be kept open 
to all nations regardless of flag. 
Nasser already has shown him­ 
self untrustworthy on this score, 
having blockaded Israel from the 
channel even w’hile the Suez Ca­ 
nal Company controlled it. 
2. 
Its present condition and ef­ 
ficiency must be maintained if it 
is to serve maritime nations well. 
Bid Nasser 
does not 
command 
the technca! personnel to do the 
job. 
Managing 
the 
canal 
is a 
tricky task. 
Right now he is run­ 
ning it only because he holds 1300 
Suez Canal Company workers— 
many of them foreigners—in host­ 
age. 
He badly needs more ship 
pilots 
to direct vessels 
through 
the canal. 
But Egypt lacks the 
know-how 
to 
find 
and 
train 
them. 
3. 
The canal must be mark­ 
edly expanded if it is to continue 
to meet the growing demands of 
the oil traffic it bears. 
Oil com­ 
pany officials in America have 
estimated that oil shipments in 
the 
next 
dozen years 
will rise 
from the canal’s present 67 mil­ 
lion tons to from 150 million to 
300 
million tons. 
Such 
a load 
could only be borne with a much 
bigger canal lay-out. 
This takes 
money, 
careful 
planning, 
the 
skills of the expert. 


WHERE 
are 
these 
to 
come 
from if Egypt is running the ca­ 
nal? 
Nasser has 
declared 
he 
would sluice off from Suez earn­ 
ings some $30 million a year to 
help 
build 
his vaunted 
Aswan 
high dam. 
The Suez Canal Com­ 
pany, a highly efficient organiza­ 
tion which ran the channel and 
Improved it in model fashion, was 
prepared to finance the improve­ 
ment work up to 1963 (its 
con­ 
cession from Egypt went to 1968). 
Other sources — presumably 
Hie 
oil companies—would have had to 
pick up the tab at that point. By 
his reckless act Nasser has put 
this vital future development in 
jeopardy. 
Every 
household 
in the West­ 
ern World, and many, 
beyond, 
will be affected if means are not 
now found to assure 
the canal’s 
operation and growth on the sound 
basis that was envisioned before 
seizure. 
Finding those means is 
the critical responsibility of the

TRUCKERS GET POLITICAL 


The 
election race 
is already 
getting 
tough and 
ruthless in 
some areas. 
There’s every indi­ 
cation that the Republicans are 
determined to win back the Senate 
come hell or high water, and that 
the Democrats are determined to 
(stop them. 
Here’s what happened in Wash­ 
ington state where GOP Governor 
Arthur Langlie has been pressur­ 
ed by the White House to jump 
into the race against Warren Mag- 
nuson, the popular Democrat. 
Magnuson, who is chairman of 
the key 
Senate Interstate 
Com­ 
merce committee, long has been 
a champion of the trucking inter­ 
ests, and in return, the truckers 
started 
to organize 
Washington 
state for their friend. 
Suddenly they got a call to come 
to see Gov. Langlie in Olympia. 
They went—a group of nine truck­ 
ers, 
headed by George 
Eastes, 
one of the biggest operators in 
toe northwest. 
“I am astounded by what you 
are doing,” said Gov. Langlie in 
brief. 
Only he was not brief. He 
’talked for forty minutes about toe 
truckers’ support of Senator Mag­ 
nuson. 


TRUCKERS RETREAT 


The truckers argued back — a 
bit feebly. 
They reminded Lang­ 
Ue that Magnuson had been their 
friend. 
But, said the governor of Wash­ 
ington state, in effect, “I am go­ 
ing to be the darling of the Eis­ 
enhower 
administration 
when I 
go to Washington as a senator.” 
He made it clear that he would 
be in a position where he could do 
the truckers as much good as any­ 
one. 
He reminded them that he 
had been their friend in the past, 
could be a better friend in the 
future. 
Some of the 
truckers argued 
that, 
regardless 
of 
Langlie’s 
friendship, Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks 
seemed 
determined 
to 
cause the trucking industry a lot 
of trouble. 
But Gov. Langlie in­ 
dicated he could keep Secretary 
Weeks 
under control. 
He even 
hinted that Weeks might have to 
get out of the cabinet if he caused 
the truckers too much trouble. 
After one hour and 25 minutes 
of the 
governor’s 
persuasive, 
forceful eloquence, the truckers 
departed. 
Some 
were 
scared, 
some bewildered, some welcomed 
an excuse to 
drop their aid to 
Magnuson. 
Meanwhile, some 100,000 Team­ 
sters in the area will be working 
for 
Magnuson, 
but the 
truck­ 
ers—??? 
Note—Before Gov. Langlie call­ 


ed 
in the truckers, 
the 
chief 
examiner of the Public 
Utilities 
Commission, which bes power to 
regulate trucking, made a quiet 
tour 
of 
the 
state, 
talking 
to 
truckers about their problems. He 
didn’t threaten anyone, he just 
talked about trucking problems. 
MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Governor Harriman’* office in 


I Albany 
telephoned 
Senator Ke­ 
fauver just before he pulled out 
of the race, to say that Kefauver 
could have the vice presidency on 


the Harriman ticket or be appoint­ 
ed to the Supreme Court if Harri-
